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For Last Stand 
On Formosa

HONG KONG—In a sud-' 
den dramatic move the Chi- 
nese Nationalists appeared to- 
day to have withdrawn from 
all except one of their block- 
ading bases along the China 
coast for a last stand on For- 


mosa. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
headquarters officially announced 
the withdrawal of 150,000 troops 
from Chusan Island in the past 
four days. The island has een a 
Nationalist naval and air base for 
blockading the Yangtze mouth and 
the city of Shanghai. 

Its earlier claim to fame was_as 
the first Chinese territory seized 
by a western power. It was cap 
tured by British troops at the out- 
set of the Opium War in 1840. 

Other reports said Man San 
Island, guarding the approaches 
to Canton, also was evacuated. A 
broadcast from Peiping confirmed 
that Tungshan Island opposite 
Formosa was won by Communist 
amphibious forces on the night 
of last Thursday. 

Apart from Formosa and the 
neighboring Pescadores Island, 
‘the only territory remaining to the 
Nationalists appears to be Quemoy 
Island off Amoy. Last night Na- 
tionalists Army headquarters on 
Formosa announced that Quemoy 
would be held and the blockade 
continued despite the mass with- 
drawals of the past few days. 

The maneuver was made in con- 
formity with the “needs of the 
overall strategy in our anti-Com- 
munist war,” an announcement by 
the general staff said. The re- 
treat was effected to “deal a 
heavier blow to the enemy at the 
most favorable time and place.” 

Communists have been massing 
for an assault on both Chusan 
and Man San Islands but appeared 
to have won them without a fight. 
The withdrawal was made to 
“smash the scheme” of the attack- 
ing Communist armies, Formosa 
said, 

This general strategy appears to 
have some resemblance to that ap- 
plied when a Communist crossing 

_of the Yangtze was imminent 
slightly more than a year ago. 

Younger members of the Nation- 
alist high command wished to 
make an all-out effort to hold at 
the Yangtze but claimed they were 
overruled by the Generalissimo 


who had already to assem- 
e a large part of the Nationalist

Nemtchina, Minister to Thailand, 
announced that his country would 
not take part in ECAFE. activities 
nor consider any of its actions 
binding as long as a delegate from 
Nationalist China sat in the ses- 
sions. 

The Commission meeting did 
not vote directly on the question 
of Chinese representation. The 
issue was evaded by majority ap- 
proval of an amended resolution 
which left the matter for decision 
“by a higher body of UN.”

Administration Building Cost 


Reported Under Thompson's 


| State Highway officials said yesterday that approxi- 
mately 200 small road contracts have been negotiated with 
'103 Georgia counties during the Talmadge Administration. 


Not only have these contracts 
‘averaged far lower in cost than 
‘similar contracts negotiated under 
‘the Thompson administration, but 
the counties now are required to 
do the work themselves and can- 
‘not sublet the contracts, the of- 
ficials said. 

The price of each job let to the 
counties is figured before the let- 
ting and averaged on the cost of 
each itém in the two previous let- 
tings, they added. 

No contracts have been negoti- 
ated with private contractors, the 
officials said, since enactment of 
‘a law by the 1949 Legislature pro- 
hibiting the letting 6f contracts to 
/private firms without competitive 
bidding. 

This was the State Highway De- 
partment’s answer to charges made 
former Acting Gov. M. E. 
| Thompson at Jasper Monday that 
Gov. Talmadge was negotiating 
‘contracts with the same people and 
‘at the same prices Thompson did 
‘in 1947 and 1948. 
| Thompson was striking back at 
| Talmadge, who charged at States- 
iboro last Saturday that negotiated 
‘contracts during the Thompson 
administration cost the State near- 
ly $20,000,000. 

M. L. Shadburn, State Highway 
Engineer, produced figures show- 
ing that from April 1, 1947, 
through Oct. 31, 1948, the Thomp- 
son administration let 2,031 miles 
of roads at a cost of $59,429,051, 
compared with 1,882 miles let at a 
cost of $35,256,000 from Nov. 1, 
1948, through May 5, 1950, under 
the Talmadge administration. 
These figures showed the average 
cost per: mile for State highwavs 
dropped from $34,008 in the 
Thompson administration to $22.-

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LET’S GET THE FACTS STRAIGHT 


So Atlanta Transit Riders Can Be Correctly Informed 


In a statement issued for publication 
in Sunday’s newspapers, John M. Elliott, 
International Vice President of the Transit 
Union, and J. L. Walton, President of Lo- 
cal Division No. 732, gave some incorrect 
impressions of the facts and issues involved 
in the threatened strike of the Atlanta Tran- 
sit System. It is not our purpose to engage 
in argument or charges and counter- 
charges. However, the riders who depend 
upon the transit service, and who will bear 
the burden of any increased labor costs, 
have a right to know the real facts so the 
can judge the issues. 


UNICN STATEMENT: The Union’s statement . 


charges the Georgia Power Company with “im- 


plyiug. that its operators average $315 a month 


for a regular day’s work.” 
FAC): The $315 per month is the average 
amount ACTUALLY paid full-time regular 
operators. We obtained the figure directly from 
recent payroll] records. We don’t “imply” it, 
we PAY it. 


UNION STATEMENT: “The Atlanta operators 
feel that eight hours per day and six. days per 
week constitutes a full work week.” 


FACT: The work week of operators on the At- 
lanta Transit System is the result of negotia- 
tions with the Union. Last year the Company 
offered to reduce the work week to five days of 
eight hours each or 40 hours weekly at the same 
hourly wage rate now being paid. The Union 
refused this offer. The present work week, 
agreed to by the Union, is almost exactly what 
the Union asserts to be a proper one. The aver- 
age time spent on the trolleys and buses by the 
regular operators is 8 hours and 10 minutes a 
day or 49 hours a week. However, these opera- 


tors receive pay for 54 hours as a result of over- 
time and other ae payments required by the 
contract. 


UNION STATEMENT: “Simple arithmetic will 
prove that 48 hours per week at $1.35 per hour 
adds up to only $64.80 P r week or on the same 
basis. $280.80 per month.” 


FACT: An operator who works eight hours a 
day on his vehicle gets paid for an additional 
half hour of report and turn-in time each day— 
or 51 hours a week. If a regular operator’s run 
is less than eight hours he still gets paid for 
eight hours, plus report and turn-in time. There 
is no way in which any regular operator who 
works full time can be paid as little as $280.80 
per month. The average work week of 49 hours 
on the transit vehicles, for which 54 hours of pay 
are received. results in earnings of $315 a month. 


UNION STATEMENT: “An Atianta letter car- 
rier receives a top rate of $330.83 per month, 
working a five-day week of 40 hours.” 


FACT: This is true, but the Union failed to say 


' that the top rate for letter carriers is reached 


only after 25 years of service, whereas the top 


rate tor Atlanta operators is:reached after only 
1 year. The example is not well chosen because 


the post office department is a government 


operstion whose deficits are made up by the 
taxpayers. 


‘INLION STATEMENT: “For the same week an 
Atlanta operator only receives $237.60 per month 
or $93.23 per month LESS than a letter carrier.” 


FACT: This is a purely hypothetical figure. It 
is totally unrelated to what the operators DO 
receive. To give a fair comparison, the Union 


UNION STATEMENT: “These Atlanta opera- 
tors work only a few hours and are then re- 
quired to return later in the day to complete 
the day’s work, necessitating a total of over 
13 hours (spread) time from the time they start 


. their day’s work until they have completed their 


eight hours of duty.” 


FACT: A transit system must be operated in 
conformity with the riding habits of its patrons. 
In order to meet “rush hour” requirements in 
Atlanta, some “split runs” are necessary. Of the 
tota) of 592 runs, only 14 have a spread as long 
as 13 hours. In the interest of improving work- 
ing conditions the Company over a period of 
years has steadily increased the proportion of 
straight runs. At the present time 376 of the 592 
runs are straight runs; 87 of the older operators 
with high seniority have voluntarily chosen two-~ 
piece runs in preference to straight runs and are 


-now operating them. During the course of the 


present negotiations we offered to redfice the 
spread time, create more straight runs and 
shorten some of the runs if the Union would 
give up an equivalent amount of bonuses and 
other so-called “fringe” payments. The Union 
did not accept the Company’s offer. 


UNION STATEMENT: “The Atlanta operators 
are required to count their daily receipts at the 
end of each day and place all money collected 
each day in a bag, depositing same into.a drop 
safe, receiving no receipt for their money.” 


FACT: The present system was approved by the 
Union. following a joint study with the Com- 
pany. before the new Brisbane. Park and Pine 


_ Street garages were built in 1947 and 1948. The 


funds are counted by tellers who are members 
of the operators’ own Union. During the pres- 
ent negotiations, the Company offered to ex- 
plore ihe possibility of locked fare boxes on the 
vehicles which would relieve the operator of 
any responsibility for counting and turning in 
money. The Union did not accept this sugges- 
tion because it would eliminate the 20 minutes’ 
extra pay thé men now receive in the form of 
“turn-in” time. (This 20 minutes’ pay for “turn- 
in” time amounts to approximately 4 cents in 
the hourly wage rate.) 


UNION STATEMENT: The Union lists 13 cities 
having wage rates for transit operators higher 
than Atlanta’s rate—going as far afield as San 
Francisco, San Diego, Chicago, Detroit and 
Pittsburgh. 


FACT: Of these 13 cities, 5 are operating at a 
loss and one of them has been in receivership 


for several years. Two are oar ly or 
ated. the systems having been unloaded on their 


respective cities as a result of operating deficits. 
Eleven of the 13 have higher fares than Atlanta, 
the rate in these cities ranging from 10 to 15 
cents a ride. One of the cities listed by the Union 


is Detroit. fn that city a new Union contract, 
provi for increased labor costs, was ed 
on A 1, On Monday, Ma 15, fares in 
that city were raised to 15 cents cash or 3 tokens 
for 43 cents. Our concern is not with the fact 
that wage rates somewhere else may be differ- 
ent from those in Atlanta. We have no respon- 
sibility for the kind of transit service or the 
fares charged in other cities. But we are con- 
cerned with how the earnings of our operators 
compare with those of the working people of 
Atlarta who ride the transit vehicles and whose 
fares pay the operators’ wage. 


UNION STATEMENT: “The aod transit 
employes are asking for a pension which

The Atlanta transit employes have 
agreed to pay the increased costs of* pro- 
posed pension plan.” s 
FACT: In 1944, long before pensions became a 
subject of nation-wide collective the 
Company voluntarily established a pension fund | 


for all its employes, including the transit em- 
ployes. The Company has paid the entire cost 
of this plan, having paid into the pension trust 
fund more than $1,000,000 for retirement bene- 
fits for the Atlanta transit employes alone. It 
has never sought to terminate the pension, not- 
withstanding its Atlanta transit operations were 
“in the red” during all of 1947 and 1948 and most 
of 1949. Moreover, the funds are in the posses- 
sion of an independent Trustee and can never 
be withdrawn by the Company until and unless 


_ all rights of the employes have been fully satis- 


fied. The Union leaders have carefully studied 
the plan and they KNOW this is true. In re- 
sponse to the Union’s demand, the Company has 
offered to set up a contributory pension plan for 
the transit employes, with representation on the 
pension board. It has offered increased retire- 
ment benefits to the extent that they can be 
provided by the combined contributions—the 
amount of pension payments to be determined 
by the same actuarial standards which have 
proven reliable during the existence of the pres- 
ent pension plan. 


The Union statement did not 
mention the following additional 
points: . 


1. That the cost of living is lower 
than last year and no increase in 
wage rates is necessary to maintain 
the transit employes’ standard of 
living. 

2. That the transit system gave 
$900,000 in wage increases in the 
three years, 1947-1949, while it was 
losing $677,350. 


3. That the transit system can- 
not grant an increase now without 
raising fares or reducing service. 


4.°That the Union’s latest, 
scaled-down demands through May

15 would still amount to over $580,- 
000 a year in additional labor costs. 
One of the Union’s demands is for 
a straight 12-cents-an-hour wage in- 
crease. 


5. That the Union got a wage in- 
crease in 1946 as the result of a 
strike; a wage increase in 1947 as 
the result of arbitration under threat 
of strike: in 1948 by threat of strike 
and in 1949 by threat of strike, fol- 
lowed by a 19-day shutdown of the 
System. Are wages to be increased, 
year after year, simply because an- 
other year has passed, without re- 
gard to the ability of the System to 
pay the increases and merely to 
avoid a strike? Where and when will 
it end?

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The Atlanta Strike Threat Remains 


The railroad strike is ended. 

It should never have begun. This was 
one strike which had no reason behind it. 
It obviously grew out of the ambitions for 
power on the part of its leaders. The third 
man for a Diesel‘cab, which is largely 
automatic, was a preposterous request. 


In a very real sense it is victory for 
public opinion. The public usually knows. 
One of the reasons for John L. Lewis’ sev- 
eral successes was that people knew the 
coal miners for generations had been treat- 
ed badly and had ‘been ruthlessly exploit- 
ed. As a consequence, there always has 
beén a certain degree of public opinion 
behind the coal miners. It was this which 
made John L. Lewis a success—not merely 
his astute leadership. The people liked 
the miners and had sympathy for them. 
It is worth noting that in the latest ma- 
neuvers Lewis has about dissipated that 
reservoir of public opinion. 


In Atlanta there remains a threatened 
transportation strike on the city’s buses. 


It does not have public support. It did 
not have when it occurred last year. 


There is no real argument in its be- 
half. The men know it in their hearts. 
It is part of a national plan by Mr. Afsha 
Zimring, who manages the Labor Bureau 
of the Midwest. 


The Fifth Largest 
Farm County 


This is, we hope, a dose of humility 
for those few characters in rural politics 
who always try to make Fulton County 
and Atlanta appear as a wicked, urban 
‘area unfamiliar and unsympathetic with 
the life of the rural counties. 

As we have pointed out before, Atlanta 
and its environs are inhabited almost en- 
tirely by persons who moved here from 
small towns and farms. 

Sid Truitt, who is one of the greatest 
of county agents, dropped in on us to say 
that it was about time to harvest small 
grain and that the farm outlook was good, 
and provided us with sofme ammunition. 
Sid has his offices in Atlanta. He is the 
county agent for —— There are 
farms all about Atlanfa. 

Let’s run over a few facts. | 

Fulton County, of which Atlanta is the 
county seat, is the fifth largest farm coun- 
ty in the State. It is one of the better and 
more progressive farm counties. It will 
plant this year about 8,000 acres of cotton; 
which will average about 325 pounds te 
the acre. 

A little more than 10 years ago the 
county planted about 20,000 acres in cot- 
ton. Most of those acres now go into grain, 
pastures and vegetables. | 

Fulton County has more than 60 com- 
mercial beef herds, all doing well and 
closely following the county agent’s ad- 
vice. There are 50 commefcial dairies in 
Fulton County with more than 3,000 cows. 
a development progresses remark- 
ably. 

There are about 10,000 acres in small 
grain. It is divided about 75 percent oats, 
15 percent wheat and 10 percent barley. 
The yields are. good. Barley, a relatively 
new crop, grows well in Winter. It has the 
same feed value as corn. Wheat, too, is a 
late enthusiasm and does well because of 
a variety developed for Georgia. Hybrid 
corn is assuming more and more impor- 
tance. So is poultry. 

There are almost 3,000 4-H Club boys 
and girls and more, than 2,000 Future 
Farmers and Home; Makers in Fulton 
County. : 

Atlanta is not merely the center of 
transportation, business and finance for 
the Southeast—it is the heart of a mag- 
nificent farm region. 

That is why Atlanta is a city which has 
a fine moral and spiritual quality. It is 
why .it may be trusted to play a proper 
part in politics and leadership. It has fused 
in it all the influence of the many who 
have come from farm homes and smal! 
towns and it remains the heart of one of 
the best farm regions in the South. 


It controls all transit 


unions over the country. One year they 
jack up costs in one city. The next year 
they strike others to meet the advances of 
the year before in that “other city.” This 
year they are saying in Atlanta they must 
match Birmingham—which was ‘ached up 
last year. That system lost—and it must 
be remembered Federal Government bu- 
reaus, which do not care to do much for 
utilities, check these transportation fig- 
ures in every city—about $500,000. 

The major issue really is not local 
working conditions or wages, but whether 
or not Mr. Zimring’s power shall be 
strengthened. The few points locally re- 
lated to work regulations are difficult only 
because they are not.the real issues. 

No men whose work requires little skill 
or apprentice preparation and who make 
substantially more than most of those 
whom they haul, can expect any public 
support of a strike. 

The fact they are better paid than 
many policemen, firemen and _ school 
teachers also points up the fact that those 
manipulating this local strike threat are 
using the necessity of transport in a man- 
ner calculated to create public opposition. 
The public usually knows what the facts 
are and when asstrike has merit. We hope 
the local leaders can persuade those in the 
Midwest to allow them to settle. 


Dirty School 


Lunchrooms in Georgia , 


Thousands of Georgia children are eat- 
ing in school lunchrooms so unsanitary 
they ought to be closed. . 


A partial check by Health Department 
inspectors, making an unofficial survey at 
request of school authorities, already’ has 
disclosed ‘202 school lunchrooms in the 
State which fail to come up to minimum 
sanitary standards. The U.S. Public Health 
Service recommends that eating places 
which fail to meet standards be closed or 
given 30 days to clean up. 


But in Georgia only the Department of 
Agriculture has authority by law to estab- 
lish sanitary regulations for lunchrooms. 
Where inspections are:not made by local 
officials there is none because the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has no inspectors and 
grees J no intention of taking on this 
job. : 

Health officials making the survey ex- 
plained that the “C” ratings given so many 
Georgia school lunchrooms are the result 
of unsanitary methods of handling food 
which could be corrected in most cases 
with proper caré,: + | 

The Health Department, because of its 
lack of legal authority, can only advise. 
It ought to be given authority to establish 
and enforce sanitary regulations. Until 
that can be done by the Legislature, par- 
ents and teachers in the schools affected 
can take effective steps to remedy the sit- 
uation. There is no excuse for school chil- 
dren being forced to eat in dirty lunch- 
rooms. 


Bartow Banks 
Boost Agriculture 


The four banks in Bartow County have 
joined in pledging support to a program of 
diversified agriculture within the county. 

Representatives of these banks met in 
Cartersville recently and promised to do 
all they could to promote the raising of 
livestock, the development of permanent 
pastures and a swing away from the one- 
crop system. 

Of course, the tangible way in which 
they will carry out this platform is the 
granting of loans so that farmers can put 
the program into effect. That already is 
being done in a number of Georgia coun- 
ties—Walton is an outstanding example. 

Bankers are regarded generally as cool, 
calculating fellows who keep risk at a 
minimum. Joint effort ‘of Bartow County 
bankers in boosting the livestock business 
is certain to show results out on the farm.

te. 4 has been out making political hay with the peo- 

jew ple the Republicans have been giving him a 
‘severe lacing in Washington. Evidently the Western trip has been 
seized upon as marking the real beginning of the 1950 campaign, 
and the President’s opponents are out to make him the chief target 
in ‘the coming battle over control of Congress. 


. Day by day the attack has been carried on with intensity in 
Congress. The purpose behind it seems to be to offset the proven 
effectiveness of Mr. Truman on the stump. In the Presidential 
campaign of two years ago the Republicans greatly underrated 
Mr.:Truman’s persuasiveness with the people. He was allowed to 
make his charge about the Republican-controlled 80th Congress 
being one of the worst in history without GOP leaders troubling 
much to answer him. They did not wake up to the realization of 
how effective his whistle stop speeches had been until the votes 
were counted.

° ° ‘ Now they are going after him hammer and 
Cur tain Raiser . tongs from the start.. The recent speech of 
President Harold E. Stassen, of the University of Pennsylvania, ap- 
pears to have been the curtain raiser for the current attack. In 
it he described Mr. Truman as “the worst President” and “the 
cleverest politician ever to occupy the White House.” , 
Republican members of Congress have“taken up the Stassen 
theme and have been hurling some bitter criticism at the Chief 
Executivé. Senators Ferguson, of Michigan, and Kem, of Missouri, 
leading the assault, have been particularly vitriolic. An effort has 
been made to revive the old charges about Mr. Truman’s associa- 
tion with the Péndergast machine, of Kansas City, of which he 
was a protege. Senator Kem, for example, has charged that every 
Missouri election in which Mr. Truman participated as a candidate 
has been. tainted with fraud. — 


’The Republican strategy, in other words, has become one of 
attack. Party leaders are definitely on the offensive. If the pres- 
ent tempo-keeps up it may turn out to be one of the bitterest off- 
year election campaigns in years. 

But Mr. Truman’s opponents are probably making a mistake 
in. pitching their campaign on the level of the Stassen attack. The 
University of Pennsylvania President’s description of Mr. Truman 
“as the worst Chief Executive and the cleverest politician is un- 
likely to impress the public as anything more than over indulgence 
in the license we give our politicos to berate the leader of the op- 
position with impunity. 


Neither statement is correct, of course. It is far 
Too Early too early to appraise the place in history Mr. 
Truman will hold among our Presidents, but certainly no one can 
be justified at this tinfe in saying that he rates anywhere near 
the bottom of the list. On the contrary, if his doctrine for con- 
taining Communism is successful and he succeeds in maintaining 
world peace he will command an important place in history. What 
he is undertaking marks a wide expansion of the Monroe Doctrine. 

And as for the dubious title of best politician ever to sit in the 
White House, Mr. Stassen reveals either a short memory or poor 
judgment. No one can hardly dispute the top honors in this 
respect that go to the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, our only four 
times President. 

Nor does there seem to be any political wisdom in setting forth 
the charge about Missouri elections in which the President has 
participated being tainted with fraud. That is an issue which was 
raised with a great hue and cry in the last campaign. The people 
had an opportunity to pass upon it. In Missouri, where the issue 
should have counted for most, the people responded by giving Mr. 
Truman a resounding majority of more than a quarter of a million, 
one of the largest in the State’s history. as 


N G . Whatever taint the Pendergast machine may have 
0 ain given previous elections in the State in ,whieh the 
President may have benefited, no charge of corruption can be made 
against the size of the Truman majority in 1948. Hence the Kem 
attack will accomplish nothing. 

Instead of focusing their fire on Mr. Truman personally, the 
Republicans would do better to concentrate their attack on some 
of the more controversial issues of the campaign. Public spend- 
ing and the growing Federal deficit, for example. More people are 
concerned about this than they are .the operations of the old 
Pendergast machine in Missouri, with which he happened to be 
identified in a minor way when he was running for office in the 
State. 

Another thing the President’s opponents should not lose sight 
af is the inability of any group in a body like gress to dramatize 
itself in a fight on the White House occupant. The President 
always comes out on top with the people in a fight of this kind.

The necessity of our ratification to spur ac- 
ceptance by other nations was stressed by Presi- 
dent Truman on his cross-country tour. He 
charged its foes with “economic isolationism.” 

In pointing back to the tariff-raising activi- 
ties of nations all over the world after the first 
World War, which created a spirit of nationalism 
and hostility, he put his finger on a principal 
object of ITO. That dog-eat-dog trade war, in 
which every nation built up tariff walls against 
others and became self-centered, contributed to 
the second World War. 

Leading statesmen clearly recognized this 
after the end of the last war, realized that bar- 
riers must be broken down and trade promoted 
and healthy, stable conditions created if another 
World War is to be averted. That inspired the 
movement which eventually resulted in creation 
of ITO—beginning in a 1946 conference in Lon- 
don, followed by two in 1947 in New York and 
Geneva, and culminating in completion of the 
eharter in Havana in 1948.

ITO not only aims at lowering 
removing trade barriers of other kin | 
national agreements under its auspices, but also 
in increasing industrial production, improving 
conditions among workers, and promoting de- 
velopment of less advanced countries. 


Already it has been successful in arrang- 
ing tariff concessions by international agree- 
ment—through the Geneva Agreement of 
1947 covering 45,000 items te which 23 gov- 
ernments controlling 70 per cent of the 
world’s foreign trade have subscribed, and 
the Annecy (France) agreement of last year 
representing 11 nations. ITO also hes ma- 
chinery for settling trade disputes, the first 
in history, with various steps for arbitration 
leading, if necessary, te appeal for an ad- 
visory opinion from the International Court 
of Justice. 


The International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, another UN agency, lorg has been 
established at headquarters here in Washington. 
It operates through an international board. Its 
earlier job of providing loans for rehabilitation 
and reconstruction now is superseded largely 
by loans for new enterprises of all sorts to build 
up the economies of member nations, particular- 
ly those iéss advanced, for which it has made 
loans upward of three-quarters of a billion. 


Tied in with the bank is the International 
Monetary Fund, which is operating successfully 
to stabilize the world’s currencies. Forty-eight 
nations are members of the fund and the bank.

What should be done with juvenile bullies and their 
irresponsible parents who overlook the mayhem of their 
young indulgently as a cute phase of growing up while 
the other children of the neighborhood cringe in fear? 

The cruelty of small human beings toward small human beings 
is exceeded only by the cruelty of man to man in time of war and 
violence, but since we are trying to improve the breed we probably 
ought to start with the most flexible generation. 

The jibes, taunts and real physical torture of aggressive little 
Atlases when they are pitted against the weaker Quiz Kid types 
is a real problem in almost every community and often leaves 
permanent scars in the personalities of both the victor and the 
victim. 

The frightful thing is that the little Hitlers of the area are 
usually mere reflections of their home life, bearing out the old 
adage that by their fruit ye shall know them, and there is little 
recourse to be had“by. appeal to their guardians. . 

“Oh yes,” they will smile serenely, “I know Johnnie is big and 
pie > But I believe in Tetting children work out their own dif- 
ficu v % 

Or, in a more dreaded vein, they are openly hostile to the report 
of imposition and flail out wit® threats and hatreds of their own, 
declaring that there is plenty of reason for the child in question to 
be set upon. 

“You don’t know what your child has done,” they say, in veiled 
inference, “If you did you wouldn’t think he was such an angel.” 

Neither attitude is helpful, and in no thickly populated section, 
where children are as varied in physical and mental capacities and 
inclinations as are their families should the rule of survival of the 
fittest be permitted. 

The well being and happy development of every child is a 
communal concern, and the parents of a muscular little citizen 
should realize that his contacts with an introverted and resentful 
playmate daily will eventually take its toll from him. 

Incidents of danger occur constantly. A boy is pushed from 
a bus by an older and tougher opponent. His life is endangered. 
While his parents telephone the parents of the assailant, they sneer 
in defiance. “We aren’t going to do a thing,” they say, “We hope 
our child will take care of himself. This is a tough world.” 

A girl is shot in the eye with a BB gun, as several have 
been in this town recently, and the parents of the gunman do 
not even take the trouble to call upon the distraught mother. 
The expense of the treatment, the eperations, the care to be 
given a blinded daughter are hers now and probably for all 
time, but the father and mother of the guilty boy who shot 
the weapon never acknowledge any obligation whatever. 

A working mother leaves her thin little boy at home all day 
under the care of a maid, and he refuses to go outside because 
a “big boy and a big girl” in the same apartment “beat him up.” 
When she seeks understanding and help from the parents of the 
youngsters, she is rebuffed. “Forget it,” they say, breezily. “Kids 
will be kids. We don’t want to make sissies out of our Nancy 
and Jo just because your child is a Mama’s Boy.” 

There must be some balancing of the scales in this unequal 
battle of life, but it has blighted the life of many a child and 
many a frightened parent because they must wait for the Great 
Reward.

THERE’S A REASON 


Why You Freeze It That Way 


Every make of food freezer 
has a book of directions for the 
wisest use of that particular box. 
In order to use these manuals 
intelligently, one should under- 
stand the underlying principles 
of freezing. 


Quick freezing results in smal] 
ice crystals which cause less 
damage to cell tissues than do 
large ice crystals. Animal tissues 
are more elastic and suffer less 
damage than plant tissue from 
slow freezing. For fruits which 
are not to be cooked, the ut- 
most speed in freezing should 
be used. Slow freezing some- 
times results in a dry, flavorless 
meat or vegetable. 

Research indicates that quick 
cooling after blanching may be 
even more important than quick 
freezing for conserving quality. 

Often rancidity is a major 
problem with frozen meat and 


poultry. Choice of meat and use*’ 


of packaging material imper- 
vious to moisture are the two 
most important factors in pre- 
venting this problem.

ADD GLAMOR TO MEALS 


6. A freezer enables you to 
dress up ordinary meals.

MRS. HARRY TALMADGE TELLS: 


How She Entertained 
350 With Freezer Aid

ATHENS—For the hostess of a decade past the prospect 
of entertaining at a buffet dinner for 350 guests would have 
been equivalent to a nightmare. 

According to Mrs. Harry Talmadge, of Athens, who 
did just that last November when she welcomed approxi- 
mately 350 dinner guests to her beautiful antebellum-style 
home, Tip-Top, such an affair is not only possible but also 
practical in a home equipped with adequate home freezing 


facilities. 


Many of Mrs. Talmadge’s 
guests expressed surprise that 
she found it possible to prepare 
such a feast without the aid of a 
caterer. She proves that suffi- 
cient time for advanced plan- 
ning and preparation are the 
only elements necessary to suc- 
cessful home preparation of a 
buffet, regardless of the number 
of guests, provided, of course, 
food freezer facilities are avail- 
able in the home. 

To illustrate the possibilities, 
Mrs. Talmadgc has given us the 
menu for the buffet she person- 
ally prepared and served at her 
home in honor of Governor Her- 
man Talmadge. 


MENU FOR 350 

Several days in advance she 
baked eight turkeys and eight 
hams and placed them in the 
freezer, which has a capacity of 
10 cubic feet. The only opera- 
tions neecssary for serving were 
the thawing, slicing and arrang- 
ing of these meats after remov- 
ing them from the freezer. In 
addition, she prepared cranber- 
ry and almond salad (filled with 
cream cheese), spiced-scalloped 
oysters, and 800 party rolls 
(ready to brown and serve)—all 
in advance—storing them in the 
freezer where they remained 
fresh and in readiness. Coffee 
and dessert—fruit cake and 
mints—completed the menu. 

“Serving space in the home,” 
says Mrs. Talmadge, “is, of 
course, a matter to be considered 
in planning such an entertain- 
ment. Without a generously pro- 
portioned dining room, living 
room and numerous entrances, 
exits, and space to move about 
and be seated, accommodating 
a large number of guests is vir- 
tually impossible.” 

The Talmadge home, situated 
on a prominent knoll overlook- 
ing what is now called the “old 
Atlanta road” West of Athens, is 
a replica of “Tara,” the home

of Scarlett O’Hara in the novel,

One of Athen’s love- 
liest homes, Tip-Top is a mecca 
to lovers of beautiful homes and 
grounds, anc Mrs. Talmadge has, 
with her infrequent but imopres- 
sive and beautifully prepared 
entertainments, made it a party 
center tantamount to many and 
surpassed by none. 


FREEZER BENEFITS 


In reference to the benefits to 
be derived from home freezer 
units, Mrs. Talmadge stresses 
three principal point sto be con- 
sidered—the obvious economy in 
that the services of a caterer are 
not required, accessibility and 
ease of serving the prepared 
food, and complete elimination 
of waste. By far the most im- 
portant benefit of the three is 
the first, but Mrs. Talmadge 
points out that leftovers may be 
returned to the freezing unit for 
future use, thus rendering the 
elimination of waste an inval- 
uable asset to be derived from 
use of home freezers. 


“When food can be prepared 
ir advance and placed in im- 
mediate readiness for serving,” 
observes Mrs. Talmadge, “one 
can look forward to entertaining 
with pleasure rather than ap- 
prehension. The former ever- 
present fear that supplies will 
be insufficient or inadequate Is 
eliminated, and the hostess can 
feel free to attend her guests, 
completely at ease and assured 
of successful entertaining.” 


Mrs. Talmadge is the daughter- 
in-law of Mrs. Julius Talmadge,

Monthly F reezing Schedule 


In planning the freezer budget for a year, consideration 
must be given to those foods available for short periods of 
time. For example, in Georgia, corn must be frozen in mid- 
dle Summer, strawberries in May, peaches in July, etc. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables should not be used from the 
freezer as long as they, or others, are available in the fam- 
ily garden or local market. The supply of frozen meats in 
the freezer should be kept comparatively small during the 
time garden produce is being harvested. As fruits and 
vegetables are used up, that space can be filled with fresh 


purchases of meat. 


In this way, different foods are being 


put in or taken out of the freezer every month. This not 
only insures variety but keeps the freezer nearly full at 
all times of the year. The brief rotating freezing schedule 
given below indicates the possibilities of careful freezer 


management.

Vitamin C In 
Frozen Vegetables 


The nutritive value of frozen 
vegetables is a question of in- 
creasing importance as more 
farm families preserve their gar- 
den crops by freezing. At pres- 
ent much research is underway 
to find out how much of that per- 
ishable but essential vitamin C 
(ascorbic acid) is lost in blanch- 
ing vegetables before freezing 

id later in frozen storage. 

Tests of several common vege- 
tables were made recently by 
the Rhode Island Experiment 
Station to find out how much of 
the original vitamin C was left 
after blanching and how much 
after the vegetables had been in 
frozen storage six months and 
then cooked. Snap beans and 
corn had about 90 t of 
their original vita C just 
after blanching, and 30 to 40 
percent of it after storage and 
cooking. 

Broccoli average 60 percent of 
its C after blanching and 30 to 
40 percent after storage and 


cooking. 

Spinach, however, lost two 
tnirds of its C in blanching and 
after storage and cooking had 
only 15 percent. 


SPONGE CAKE RING

PLANNING AHEAD 


Working F amily Lives From Freezer 


A working wife with a busy 
husband and two children... 
and a wife who does the family 
cooking .. . has to “step lively.” 

Mrs. Fred C. Wenn, Director 
of the Smith-Hughes Homemak- 
ing School, takes most of those 
steps in the vicinity of her home 
food freezer. 

“It’s a boon to the busy home- 
maker,” declares this gray- 
haired, gracious Atlantan. “My 
family wonders how we ever got 
along without it!” 

A full-course family dinner 
every night is accepted as a mat- 
ter of course at the Wenn home 
a. 158 Fourth St., N. W.—even 
though the “chief cook and bot- 
tle-washer” often has only an 
hour to prepare, serve, and eat 
dinner before she rushes back to 
a 6:30 p. m. class at the Smith- 
Hughes Vocational School. 

“But she’s never rushed, and 
the atmosphere is never hectic,” 
boasts proud husband, Prof. F., 
C. Wenn, of Georgia Tech’s In- 
dustrial Management Depart- 
ment. 

“Planning ahead” is the an- 
swer, according to capable Mrs. 
Wenn. 

The Atlanta teacher and home- 
maker, recently elected ‘State 
President of the Georgia Home 
Economics Association, banks 
heavily on her “week-end cook- 
ing.” 

On the days she is not due at 
classes, Mrs. Wenn whips up de- 
licious freezers of orange sher- 
bet or vanilla ice cream ... pre- 
pares a tasty pot-roast or a sir- 
loin tip of beef large enough to 
supply her family of four for 
two weeks... makes up quanti- 
ties of hamburger balls... bakes 
bread and devil’s food cake... 
bakes a ham... or makes a hot 
pot of the family’s favorite chili 
soup. 

She doesn’t turn out all those 
in one week-end, of course, but 
you get the idea. Popped into 
her 10-foot home freezer, that 
good home-cooking keeps the 
Wenn family. well-nourished and 
“bragging on Mom.” 

Mrs. Wenn does }.er marketing 
on Friday, enough to last 
through the coming week. 

That’s a lot,” she smiles, 
“when you consider that my 21- 
year-old son, Fred, is a Tech 
senior who plays tennis inces- 
santly. My husband and daugh- 
ter, Mary Ann, aren’t far behind 
him in appetite, either!” 

Summer is a good time to 
get a lot of cooking out of the 
way, Mrs. Wenn thinks. Each 
Summer she puts 50 large- 
sized (two - and - oné - quarter 
pounds) fryers in her food 
freezer. The family finds it 
fun making expeditions te 
country orchards to pick 
peaches for the freezer, and 
on an early Summer afternoon 
they’re likely to be found 
shelling butterbeans or stem- 
ming berries. 

“I bake a big ham every 
month or six weeks,” Mrs. Wenn 
discloses. “After one meal, we 
cut it into sections. When my 
husband or the children come 
home to prepare their own 
lunch, they can get their own 
ham sandwiches or their soup 
out of the freezer.” 


TYPICAL MENUS 

This homecoming expert gives 
a typical five-day family dinner 
menu. Note how heavily it de- 
pends on that freezer: 

Friday—Broiled fish (either 
fresh or from freezer), tartar 
sauce, broiled tomatoes, leftover 
mashed creamed potato rosettes 
topped with grated cheese and 
broiled, celery and carrot sticks, 
fruit (freezer), cake (freezer). 


Saturday—Baked ham (15 to 
18 lbs. sliced and packaged in 
small amounts in freezer to be 
used for breakfasts, lunch sand- 
wiches or quick dinners), baked 
beans (from freezer), apple 
sauce (from freezer), slaw, cus- 
tard ice cream—cookies (from 
freezer). 

Sunday—Broiled steak (from 
freezer) or fried chicken (freez- 
fr) quick creamed potatoes, 

beans (freezer), fruit 
salad (congealed), cheese cake 
(freezer). 

Monday—Ground beef balls 
(mixed over weekend and mold- 
ed into balls put in freezer), 
m

aspic salad made with V-8, fruit 
(from freezer), cake. 

Tuesday—Pork chops (from 
freezer) browned and cooked in 
oven, candied yams, buttered 
onions, apple, celery, nut salad, 
ice cream, fruit, milk whip

Add breads and beverages to 
family’s taste. 

When Prof. Wenn takes sen- 
iors from the honorary indus- 
trial management society he 
sponsors on an early Spring out- 
ing, there’s likely to be some of 
hi: wife’s famous baked beans 
at the end of the trail. 

“This time,” he grins, “we 
cooked four pounds for 25 boys.” 

When there’s no outing, the 
family may want beans anyway, 
so Mrs. Wenn cooks a large 
quantity in her deep-well cooker 
and freezes what doesn’t disap- 
pear at a single mealtime. 

“The beauty of the freezer,” 
she points out, “is that the 
family doesn’t get bored with 
‘eating up’ a ham or a supply 
of soup. It may be weeks be- 
fore we have them again. Why, 
I didn’t even have to bake 
fruitcakes this past Christmas 
because we had frozen ones I 
ha* baked the Christmas sea- 
son before!”’ 

Here’s the Wenn recipe for 
baked beans ... less than the 
amount she customarily makes 
up, but still enough to have a 
carry-over for your own freezer. 


WENN BAKED BEANS 
pound small navy beans 
cups water 

pound streak of lean 
teaspoon sait 

teaspoon prepared mustard 
cup Georgia can syrup : 
cup brown sugar ’ 
cup catsup or chili sauce 
(if tomato is liked). 


Pick over and wash beans. 
Soak through the day in the 4 
cups water. In the «vening add 
other ingredients and cook over- 
night in thrift cooker. If stove 
does not have a thrift cooker, 
parboil beans until beans are 
nearly done. Put slices of pork 
on bottom ci bean pot, add a 
layer of beans, add last a layer 
of pork. Add seasonings, add the 
liquid from beans until top layer 
of beans float. Place in slow 
oven 250 degrees and bake 8 to 
10 hours. 

When Mrs. Wenn makes soup, 
that deep-well cooker comes into 
service again. As roguish Profes- 
sor Wenn puts it, “It’s cheaper 
by the gallon!” 

A Wintertime favorite is: 
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CHILI SOUP . 

To pound of ground beef, 
browned slowly in small amount 
of fat, add one teaspoon chili 
powder and two teaspoons salt. 
When this has bubbled a moment 
add one pint water, two No. 2 
cans tomatoes, two No. 2 cans 
kidney beans. Allow to simmer 
about one hour. Thicken slightly 
with cornstarch. Cook several 
minutes so the starch is well 
cooked. Serve with crackers or 
toast strips. 

Mrs. Wenn likes to tempt her 
family with special little deli- 
cacies . . . cantaloupe in mid- 
Winter, king-size shrimp the 
family caught on a Florida vaca- 
tion and had almost forgotten. 


A simple treat is her. orange — 


sherbet, which she makes up 
every week or so as follows: * 


ORANGE SHERBET 


1 can concentrated frozen orange juice 

'> cup temon juice 

1 quart milk 

1 pint cream 

3 cups sugar dissolved in the fruit 
juices

When Using Foil 


About aluminum foil, that 
wonderful wrap for the foods 
you freeze: In case you've been 
wondering, it doesn’t make any 
difference whether you wrap 
shiny side in or shiny side out. 
Aluminum foil, unless specially 
processed, is rolled two sheets at 
a time. The outer surfaces are 
polished by the action of the 
roller’s, but the face-to-face inner 
surfaces don’t take the high 
shine. 

When cured meats are wrap- 
ped in foil, the foil may pit and 
corrode from the action of the 
salt, impairing the moisture and 
vapor-proof quality of the wrap. 
For such meats; an inner wrap of 
waxed paper or cellophane can 
be used, or another packaging 
material may be preferred. Cot- 
rosion of the foil in itself does 
not harm the meat.

NO TROUBLE AT ALL 

The McWilliams have “never 
had a bit of trouble” with their 
freezer and, through carefu! 
preparation, can boast they’ve 
never lost any food. 

“I think people who get into 
trouble aren’t reading their in- 
struction booklets,” Mrs. McWil- 
liams said. “I started reading and 
planning two years before we 
got our freezer!” 

This meticulous homemaker 
double-wraps foods — first in 
moisture-vapor proof paper, then 
heavy paper—and tapes them 
for extra security. She trims ex- 
cess fats (likely to become 
rancid over a long period) from 
meats and boasts of keeping 
pork “from November ’til No- 
vember.” 

“Mac” is an elder in the Re- 
hoboth Presbyterian Church and 
his wife is active in affairs of 
the church and its women’s cir- 
cle. Frequently they have church 
groups meeting in their home. 
Neighbors and relatives, too, en- 
Mrs. McWilliams’ easily- 
whipped-up. spreads of “turkey 
with all the trimmings” straight 
from her freezer locker. Even 
wiener for wiener roasts come 
from the freezer. 

When the McWilliams are sit- 
ting down to supper alone, it’s 
likely to be (no matter what 
time of the year) their favorite 
corn on the cob and strawberries 
from the farm patch. 


NEIGHBORS TOO 

Mrs. Cobb, the _landlord- 
neighbor of Mrs. Williams, has a 
slightly different reason for 
“swearing by” her own freezer. 

“It’s not so much economy as 
convenience and the saving of 
my own time,” she smiles. 


An ex-home demonstration 


| agent, Mrs. Cobb will tell you 


gravely, “The most important 


thing about the use of home 


freezers is to select properly the 


. food that goes into them and to 
| wrap it properly for freezing.” 
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The Cobbs buy butter by the 
case and cheese in enormous 
quantities, storing them in their 


| unit. Mrs. Cobb makes pound 


cakes, apple-sauce, and bread to 
freeze. 

“Every homemaker must de 
cide for herself the size freezer 
that suits her particular: needs,” 
these two women sum up. “For 
us, it’s the large unit.”

Meat Sauces Freeze Very Well 


Meat sauces which,require long, slow cooking can be 
frozen very well. It is essential that the sauces be cooled 
before packaging. Chili or Italian meat sauce may be 
packed in pint or quart jars or cartons and stored for six 


to eight months. 

Use your favorite recipes or 
if you'd like a very, very excel- 
lent new recipe here is one of 
our heirloom recipes. This is the 
famous Barrymore spaghetti 
sauce recipe which so many 
readers have called about. For 
your freezer you may want to 
double the recipe. 


ITALIAN SPAGHETTI SAUCE 


Ve cup salad oil © 
2 medium onions, chopped finely

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Make Sandwiches Ahead 
And Freeze Them J 


With pimic time here or the job of packing lunch boxes 
a daily stint, put the freezer to work for you. Quantities 
of sandwiches may be made at any convenient time, 
wrapped, frozen and stored for two or three weeks. Labels 
inserted ujider the cellophane wrapping permit quick selec- 


tion. 

Sandwiches may be placed in 
the lunchbox while frozen. They 
willbe thawed by lunchtime for 
it takes three to 3% hours after 
leaving the refrigerator for 
them to be ready to eat. 

Any variety of bread may be 
used, preferable day-old bread. 
Butter generously to prevent the 
filling from soaking into the 
bread. 

FILLINGS NOT TO USE 

Only a few ingredients are un- 
suitable for frozen sandwiches. 
Certain salad dréssing separate 
when they are frozen, and when 
defrosted, soak into the bread 
making it soggy. 

Hard-cooked egg white be- 
comes dry and tough when 
frozen. | 

Salad greens such as lettuce, 
watercress and cucumber, celery 
and tomato become watery when 
frozen. 

Jellies and jams tend to soak 
into bread during defrosting. 


FILLINGS TO USE 


Any kind of cold meat may be 
used in making sandwiches for 
freezing. American cheddar 
cheese, sliced or grated, may be 
used. Leftover meats may be 
ground, mixed with pickles, 
horseradish or other seasonings. 
In fact, any favorite sandwich 
spread may be used, provided it 
does not include any of the un- 
suitable ingredients listed above. 

Here are a few extra-good 
recipes. One cup filling will 
make 4 to 6 sandwiches. For best 
results, spread both slicés of 
bread with butter. The follow- 
ing recipes need no directions. 
Just mix well. 


Lemon-Glazed Sweet Potatoes

How To Prepare Frozen Foods 
For Best Flavor and Enjoyment 


with frozen or partially frozen | 


Now food knows no season, 
and thanks to quick home freez- 
ing, we can have turkey in June 
and fresh peaches in November. 
The planning of interesting, fla- 
vorful, healthful menus becomes 
more fun all the time. 

Since you'll put the finest 
available foods in the freezer, 
it is important to prepare them 
properly for serving, for that is 
the final enjoyment and reward 
for all your work. 

Following are some sugges- 
tions for cooking frozen foods, 
based on the latest research. 
Even though you may not have 
a freezer, yet use frozen food 
these suggestions will be help- 
ful. 

VEGETABLES 

With some few exceptions, 
frozen vegetables should be 
cooked frozen just as they come 
from the package, in a tightly 
covered saucepan with % to 14 
cup of boiling salted water. 
Since the blanching process par- 
tially cooks them, frozen vege- 
tables require about half the 
cooking time of fresh vegetables. 

Asparagus, broccoli, cauliflow- 
er and spinach should be par- 
tially thawed in unopened con- 
tainers so that pieces are more 
easily and quickly separated and 
uniform cooking assured. Corn

Some frozen vegetables such 
as pumpkin and squash may be 
cooked in a double boiler while 
others—mushrooms and corn 
cut from the cob—are delicious 
sauted in a little melted fat. 
FRUITS . 


Fruits should be thawed in 
unopened packages either in the 
refrigerator or at reom tempera- 
ture. The thawing process may 
be shortened by placing the un- 
opened package before an elec- 
tric fan or in a pan of running 
cold water. Fruits to be served 
as dessert or in fruit cocktails 


are more delicious if only par- , 


tially thawed. Frozen fruits to 
be ceoked need to be only par- 
tially thawed and in somg cases 
not at all. 


MEATS AND POULTRY 


Whether frozen meats and 
poultry are cooked from the 
frozen state, thawed in the re- 
frigerator or at room tempera- 
ture, makes little or no differ- 
ence as to palatability. The total 
cooking losses are slightly higher 
for meats cooked without pre- 
thawing. Cooking time is con- 
siderably longer for frozen or 
partially thawed meats and due 
to the many variables involved, 
an exact time schedule so as to 
arrive at a desired degree of 


_doneness is difficult if not im- 


possible. Desirable as is the use 


|of a meat thermometer at all 
_ times,

Four Guides to Selecting a Freezer 


Homemakers the nation over 


have been quick to appreciate — 


the new mode of living opened 
to them by the food freezer, and 
to accept the new appliance as 
an integral part of their day-to- 
day activities. 

For those who stil] are waiting 
to enjoy personally the conveni- 


homes, some guides to selecting 
a freezer model are in order. 

There are many different 
styles of home freezers avail- 
able. Since no one freezer can 
adequately serve every home 
situatio&, it is the homemakers 
problem to study her family’s 
needs from all angles then dis- 
cuss them with her husband, so 
they together can make the 
wisest choice. 

Here are four buying guides 
to help you choose the right 
freezer. 


1. SIZE OF FAMILY 


The size of the family is, of 
course, a pritgary factor. De- 
pending upon the percentage of 


FREEZE A CAKE

2. INSTALLATION SPACE 
The available installation 
space must also be considered. 
The keenest of home-freezer en- 
thusiasts would necessarily be 


frustrated with only a small 
apartment and Pullman kitchen 


at her disposal. Urban and sub- | 
urban home dwellers usually | 
will find the problem of space | 
less arbitrary. Families living | 
on suburban or rural property — 


may find this factor in selection 
of the simplest of all. 


3. WHERE YOU LIVE 


The type of community in 
which the homemaker and her 
family live will determine to a 
great extent the possible uses, 
and therefore the size and style, 
of the home freezer. Nearness 
to the sources of supply of 
garden-fresh produce is impor- 
tant, since only day-old fruits 
and vegetables are recommended 
for best freezing results. City 
dwellers, with their ready access 
to commercially’ frozen foods, 
may find large-scale, or any, 
home freezing nnecessary, and 
will want their freezers mostly 
for the storage of foods pur- 
chased already frozen. On the 
other hand, nearly all of the 
family’s food needs may be 
served by home-freezing at dif- 
ferent times of the year, as in a 
farm household with its own 
complete home-grown food sup- 
ply. Or, varying parts of the 
family bill of fare may be home- 
frozen, as in the case of a sub- 
urban family with a small vege- 
table garden and access to fresh 
meats and produce from nearby 
farms. Suburban families may 
also wish to stock varying quan- 
tities of commercially frozen 
foods. 


4. THE BUDGET 


The extent and necessary al- 
location of the family budget is 
another essential factor in the 
decision on freezer size and 
sty‘e. If substantial saving can 
be made either by raising or 
buying meats and produce in 
quantity, a family in very mod- 
erate circumstances may find a 
large freezer can pay excellent 
returns both in actual cash sav- 
ings and in better eating. An- 
other family may decide it can 
afford to invest in the gourmet 
possibilities of freezer ownership 
and the increased facilities for 
large-scale entertaining. Still an- 
other household may feel its 
money well invested in a some- 


what smaller freezer for returns 
in convenience and a more ef- 
ficient and relaxed schedule of 
living. , 

It is unlikely that any one fac- 
tor will outweight all others in 
deciding on the right home 
freezer. The homemaker should 
make a close study of all the 
factors pertaining to her own 
family situation to determine 
the best individua: solution. 


Thaw Slowly 


The slower meats, poultry and 
fish are thawed, the better, be 
cause less moisture is lost. When- 
ever possible, place the unopen- 
ed package on an open shelf in 
the refrigerator and allow from 
24 to 48 hours for thawing.

._ FREEZING PACKAGE 


‘l. Is it moistureproof-vapor- 
This means that no air 
or vapors from inside the pack- 
age can get out, and vice versa. 
If the package doesn’t meet this 
requirement, there may be off- 
odors, lack of flavor, and the 
food may dry out. The best ma- 
terials are glass; aluminum foil: 
tin or other metals; moisture- 
proof cellophane, rubber, or 
plastic; heavily waxed paper- 
board; and heavily coated vege- 
table parchment paper. Some- 
times, when a paper is not suf- 
ficiently moistureproof - vapor- 
proof itself, it will be fused to 
another material, such a cello- 
phane. Ordinary ice cream con- 
tainers should be used only for 
ice cream. 

2. Is it easy to use? The pack- 
age should be simple to fill or 
wrap. When you're ready to use 
the frozen food, it should be 
easy to remove the wrapping.

Reason for 
Zero Degree 
Storage 


The aim of all food preserva- 
tion is to retard the chemical 
changes which lead to food spoil- 
age. Enzymes and micro-organ- 


isms are responsible for most of | 


the deterioration in foodstuffs. 

The microorganisms, yeasts, 
molds and bacteria, are com- 
pletely checked during subfreez- 
ing storage, although bacteria 
may multiply rapidly as soon as 
the frozen foods are thawed. 
Enzymatic action is_ greatly 
slowed by freezing temperatures, 
but 
it continues to a harmful degree 
unless arrested by blanching or 
scalding. In fact, some studies 
indicate that in certain foods 
enzymatic action continues, al- 
though at a greatly reduced rate, 


until temperatures are brought 


as low as —40 degrees. 

To arrive at a generally ac- 
cepted storage temperature for 
frozen foods which will be prac- 
ticable from the cost angle on 
the one hand and satisfactory as 
far as food quality is concerned 
on the other, has been a major 
problem. 

The length of the storage pe- 
riod is an important considera- 
tion. For example, a given food 
may be preserved for two 
months at 10 degrees with odor. 
flavor, texture and vitamin con- 
tent unimpaired at the end of 
the period. That same food may 
be preserved satisfactorily for 
only one month at 15 degrees, 
but for twelve months at 0 de- 
grees. 

Careful research has been car- 
ried on in many laboratories as 
to the quality of foods when 
held at different temperatures 
for different periods of time. As 
a result, 0 degrees has been ac- 
cepted as the temperature most 
generally satisfactory in relation 
to food quality and normal stor- 
age periods. 

Uneven or fluctuating temper- 
atures, 
grees, may result in drying out 
of frozen foods. A well-engineer- 
ed freezer maintains even tem- 
peratures within a range of plus 
or minus two degrees. Minor 
fluctuations are held to a mini- 
mum by proper setting of the 
control switch and by loading 
the freezer according to instruc- 
tions. 


To test whether fried chicken 
is done, cut the thickest part of 
any piece to the bone; the meat 
should cut easily and no pink 
color should show.
